This is a limited run plastic moulded kit and 
as such needs some cleaning up of the parts 
lo begin wiOi* although not much more than 
some of the larger commercial 
manufacturer*. The main problem in the 
removal o! parts from the sprue. The 
iranspa:enc;cs ore not particularly clear and 
very brittle, two ou( of the foor pjt bttkttl 
Two Option) die given, these resulting in tour 
fuselage halves and four canopy halves,

Construction 

The cockpit area li tiny and very tricky to 
build, a* the Internal tubular support frame 
for the winis* has to be made irom three 
plastic components. The upper two of these 
are only fued at one end. requiring support 
for Ihc free ends, until solid* The two 
variants require the me ot dirTcrcnl fuselage 
halves, with correspondingly different 
canopies Pari* for 1 1-5 based in Normandy 
or an (1Y- 1 from Iwo JJma are provided The 
two rental also use different 
undercarriage legs, so yuu'ie left with hall a 
second aircraft for that saaichhuilding 
project! Apart Irom the size, or lack oTili the 
asacmbl} went casdy and I left the canopy 
and wings oft until painted* The canopy was 
a problem, partly because of broken putt, 
hot also the plastic is not very dear and 
didn't take glue well The mo halves arc split 
down the centreline, but luckily this follow* 
a frame line and was lost under paint. He 
wings are then liicd to the top edges of the 
canopy, and this took several aurmpts with 
suitable height props lido re they were 
Unally solid- 



Accuracy 

The model j* tiny, Wmrn long by MJmm, 
which scaled out at 23ft Sin by 33ft 9in. Both 
dimension* arc slightly undcrscalc, but not 
seriously out, the original being quoted in 
Putnam a* 2*111 1 in by Hit 

Colour Options 

Tko colour options are provided, both in 
Olive Green and Grey, an L-5 from 
Normandy complete with invasion markings 
and thcOY-l from Iwo lima. Ihc second hat 
nose on for Udy Satin and is depicted on 
the box front, piloted by a pair of Fidel 

CMnMl 
Petals 

Pecals by Propagteam are provided (or the 
two schemes with the nose art being the 



only major difference provided. The invaiuon 
stripes have to be hand painted (or the 
Normandy variant. The dccals are up to 
l*ropagtcam's usual high standard being well 
coloured and aJjgned. ITiey adhere well and 
there was no underlying colour showing. As 
usual care is required because they Are thin. 
Dcral Hating = 10/10. 

Conclusion 

With the exception of the canopy, this was a 
simple kit to budd and produced a dinky 
little aircraft. Recommended for all but the 
absolute beginner,

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The Kit 

The main parts of the kit are well mnuldrc 
and feature fine recessed panel lines. Tnrre 
is no flash or unpleasant mould pin mark! 
to deal wilh. 

Itoo injection moulded canopies are 
provided (one open and one dosed), and 
ihese are clear and F Jiin. A landing light U 
also provided as a transparent moulding. A 
nice touch here is the inclusion or a set of 
prc-cul masks lor the transparencies. Trie 
modeler will sldl need lo fill ihc lai^n 
areas of the nanspatency with tape or 
masking fluid, hut the edges are handled 
perfectly Masks arc also provided tor the 
wheel hubs. 

Another nice touch is a large shaped 
metal weight designed lo lit into the front or 
the fuselage to krep the note down. No lead 
shot and fishing weights will be required 
here. 



The Instructions 

The instructions are presented on six sides 
of a folded sheet, fhe first gives a short 
history o( the aircraft. This to followed by a 
parts breakdown diagram and painl 
reference* with nmnhcri (or Tamiya, 
Humbrol, KeveXlestnrs and Aeromastcr 
paints. There are three sheets of 
construction diagrams with the usual 
symbols used in multilingual instructions. 
These are followed by a painting and 
markings diagram. A separate sheet to 
included showing how the masks arc to be 
applied 10 the transparencies and wheels. 

Construction 

Construction starts a* usual with ihe 
fuselage interior. The kit parts are well 
detailed but I thought that a lew additions 
were necessary especially given that the 
cockpit glazing is quite extensive and ihc 
interior u very visible. Much of what was 
added was gursvwork oo my part as I have 
no detailed photos or drawings of this anu 
I added seal hells made from masking tope 
soaked in thin superglue when in position* 
These were detailed with some buckles from 
Ucheat. I also Included some etched brau 
pedall. The aircraft was provided with an 
ejector seat so 1 added some brass lube lo 
represent rocket lubes or pistons or 
whalescr it is that makes ejector seats eject 
(Comprised air in (he case of the Heinkel 
seat I think * Ed). The front of the cockpit 



coaming docs not cover ihe instrument 
panel * I am not sure if this is correct or not 
but it looks a Utile odd. H does mean thai 
the rear of ihc panel is visible no I added 
disks ot card cut with a punch and die set 
and painted a copper/brass colour lo 
represent the rear of the instruments. 

I he fuselage halves join fairly easily but 
tare most be taken with the positioning of 
the metal nose weight to ensure that the two 
halves close up tightly. The cockpit canopy 
fits wry well - no problems here. 

The iasides of the nose and wing wheel 



provided as a separate pari the doors are 
represented .i> recessed lines in ihe 
fuselage/wing mouldings. The resulting 
recess is boied in but I think ihat the sides 
of this hox facing the fuselage should be 
removed to leave a continuous opening. I 
thought that the surgery needed to Knelt 
this might be messy, m> discretion got the 
heller part of valour here and I left it alone. 

The assembly of the wings poses no 
problem. The location points for the engines 
have lo be cut out before the two halves are 
assembled I had to apply some filler around 




well* are very plain and therefore some 
detailing was added - again porely 
conjectural on my part. The undercarriage 
doors arc lust butt jointed onto the fuselage 
so some hinge detail should be added. Most 
photos show that the main wing doors were 
kept dosed when ihe aircraft was on Ihe 
ground, presumably being open only when 
the undercarriage WH actually being raised 
or lowered Apart from one small door 



the lower wing tn fuselage joint. The 
modeller is advised to leave the engines off 
until this has been done to make the job 
easier. The undercarriage doors need lo be 
rescribed once this has been completed 
Some filbng is also required where ihc 
iailplane joins the fuselage to eliminate the 
step ihat is apparent jt the front. 

The engines go together easily though 1 
replaced the two-part ducting with brass 
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tube to avoid having to clean up on internal 
loin line. Some filling ww required amund 
the engine m wing joints. 

The nose wheel goes together with no 
problems* Thm thr« parts to each ol 
tht main wheel leg,*. The location of these t% 
vague and one of the elements I have to 
assume was supposed to be a retraction arm 
(or the undercarriage doon wilier than 
being attached to Ihc main legs as shuwn in 
the instructions. 

Accuracy 

The kit measure* 25cm In span and 2 1 Am 
in length* Thin measures out at 1 2m in span 
and 10.46m in length* I he figure* quoted in 
William GrwnVAircraft 01 The Thiid 
Reich' aw Urn in span and MUni in length 
making the kit ahout 0,5 an loo long. It 
looks perfectly OK to me though. 

Colour Options 

The Heinkd 2E10 existed only as a series of 
prototypes with few aircraft actually being 
built. The model is representative ol theVJ 
contlgu ration* Only this particular aircraft 
can be built from the kit and so only one 
nilour option is available. ThU is quoted H 
being in overall RLM 02 Gran and I have no 
reason to dispute this. 

"Pie model was primed with I lallord* 



Grey Primer Precluding was added to the 
panel lines and recedes and I chose to use 
dark htown rather than black for ihU to give 
a link extra colour to the finished model. I 
used Xfracnlor paint for the main coat* The 
whole airframe was given a coat of matt 
varnish aftet the application o( the dccals to 
provide a uniform finish. An oil wash was 
applied tn the panel lines hut this was kept 
very restrained. 

The photos that I have of the prototypes 
show a fairly dean finish, so I left the model 
devoid ol any weathering* The V J prototype 
did sutler at least one crash so the more 
adventurous may led like applying a slightly 
dillerrnt colour (or cvrn hare metal} to 
: ■ ■. : replacement panels Hi give a more 
varied finish. 

Humbml buffablrfiunmelal metallic 
paint was used lor the jet exhaust*. 

Cecals 

The decals are well pruned and are in 
perfect register I must admit to having 
pmblems with the dccals in EduanJs Idler 
kits and this one did not break the trend. 
The carrier film is extremely thin but the 
adhesive used has a tenacity that can only 
be described as terrifying. The first im j^c 
that 1 cut from its sheet folded over on itself 
on contact with water and no amount of 



pi idling and prodding was going to 
untangle it. The upper wing crosses 
therefore had to be replaced with items (torn 
the spares bos* 

1 was inclined to abandon the decals and 
seek out alternates Unfortunately the style 
of lettering used on the fuselage and 
undcrwing codes is quite distinctive and I 
was not able to rind any replacement letters 
thai looked right in my spares hoi* I had no 
choice but to return to ihe sheet supplied 
with the kit and persevere. 

A word of warning - the usual practice of 
pushing the image ontu the surface of Ihe 
model and then moving it around will not 
apply here. Once the decaU make contact 
with the surface they are stuck almost 
immediately, irrevocably and permanently 
( Try the 'spit on your decaf method we 
mentioned a white ago, it does work! - Ed), 
They have to be applied in the right place on 
the firet go* Any attempt tn move them will 
result in them breaking or folding over 
KM to be straightened out again. 

On the plus Aide however they arc so 
thin that they settle into the panel lines 
wry well indeed* No letting solutions were 
needed and I would not recommend their 
use hot To ease application I can only 
suggest that Ihc larger images such as the 
fuselage crosses and codes are cut up into

Conclusions 

1 think that this is a very attractive aircraft 
(maybe a personal view). It has far more 
graceful lines than the Mcwrschmin 
Me 262 that eventually found it* way into 
service* Even though there is no scope for 
elaborate camouflage scheme* or colourful 
squadron markings you will end up with a 
very pleasing model 

There were a few areas where filler had In 
be applied but their was nothing above and 
beyond Ihe usua: cleanup to deal with. I p 
untU the point when the decals arc applied 
the kit is easy to build, h will suit all levels 
of ability apart from perhaps the complete 
novice* In my opinion however the dccals 
art- lor the eipetienced, the patient and Ihe 
lucky only.

The Kit 

The X-24C was the final stage in the X M 
series and wis a completely new airframe 
unlike its predecessors. Never completed 
or flown, it was cancelled along w ith many 
other advanced projects despite being the 
cheaper replacement for the discontinued 
X- 15 program. 

Contained in the usual robust card hoi* 
with a simple but colourful illustration on 
the top, the parts are supplied in a plastic 
bag The resin components are simple with 
no surface detail but well moulded with 
little (lash. No clear parts arc supplied as 
the tiny ports in the canupy are easy to till 
with Clearfu and no decals are supplied 
either The metal undercarriage legs were 
incomplete, only the no.se leg being 
included, and the three wheels supplied in 
resin were all the same site. Lacking 
reference material I decided to raid the 
ipares box for these* 



Instructions 

The information supplied consists of a 
series of exploded views and three-view 
illustrations and were found to be clear and 
accurate, A potted history with tin) sketches 
nf the alternative loads to he carried in the 
centre section was printed on the rear* 

Construction. 

The rear body is supplied in two halves with 
the forward portion un split but made up of 
a nose, cockpit, bulkhead and centre 
section. These were cleaned up and titled 
together with superglue with any 
misalignment kept to a minimum. The 
assembly, despite my best attempts, had 
3mm steps between mom parts and 
required two days of filling and sanding to 
rectih'. The angular profile of the design 
helped by allowing me to use a glass sheet 
with 400 grit stuck down to maintain the 
flatness of each face but even so, much 
material had to be removed, and ibis 
changed the Hi of later parts. 

The cockpit detail U a beautifully 
moulded component that slots into Ihc 
body from below and this enables it to be 
painted and kept apart until major surgery 
is complete. All credit is due to Sharkit for 
the detail in these parts as I have seen a 
girat improvement since Ihe earlier 
releases. The instrument panel and 
coaming is moulded an a part which slots 
between the sidewalls from above and thii 
titled well after some awkward juggling. 
The rear hinged 'canopy* was painted and 
left to one side until other construction 
was complete as I was forced to display it 
open because my vigorous sanding had 
changed the body profile too much to 



create a good A) and anyway, why cover up 
that lovely cockpit detail. 

The five control surfaces (nol wings, as 
ihU Is a lifting body) were hott joined to the 
rear ol the body, using I he three views as a 
guide, and filler was applied in small 
HHrthtfl m the join. The supplied control 
llap was fitted to the rear of Ihc sloped 
underhody and the rocket nozzle affixed 
above with a deep drilling to represent the 
combustion chamber* ITie nose wheel 
assembly and spares box main-wheels were 
pre painted and then fitted along with their 
respective, nicely detailed, doCI&Vflfed 
wells themselves were a bil shallow and im 
detailed 



applied to simulate the high temperature 
coaling which would have been app.ied* 

Conclusion 

As J said above, apart fnim the area I over 
sanded, the accuracy of the kit is good with 
respect to the supplied drawings which will 
have to do as I have no uiformalion myself, 
If any readers are better informed I would 
be graceful for their opinions. 

The finished product is a substantial 
mode! with a great deal of presence it 
always stimulates conversation al shows and 
club meeting* and impresses small children 
lool If the huild had been easier, Kith the fit 
of parts improved, then I would recommend 




Accuracy 

As I have no rcfereocr material on this 
aircraft I had lo rely on the supplied 
instruction** and despite my execuivr 
sanding, the finished product scales well to 
the plans. 

Painting/Decals

A quick ■ pi ■ v of black and a bit of 
careful brushing bring* out all of the 
cockpit detail and I fully agree with 
Paul Gibson here, you just have to 
haw the cockpit canopy open m 
display this area of the model. 

Willi careful culling and sanding 
all of thr resl of the main part* go 
together with ihe minimum of fuss, 
but utmously the amount ot filler 
needed depends upon how accurately 
the builder prepares the parts. I used 
very little filler in mine; am I gelling 
belter with these kits or was I Just 
lucky? leaving the main assembly to 
set overnight I was horrified to find 
the neit morning that one of the 
wings had badly warped and curled 
up but a ^uick phone call to Magna 
and a brief explanation of what had 
happened resulted in only a lew days 
delay until a new wing arrived. The 
bent wing Ml cut away and the new 
one fitted. When the main 
aiiutructiun was complete I plugged 
the cockpit with damp tissue and 
grayed the whole aMcmhly in 
Halfords grey primer to ihow up any 
liaws, in preparation for the una! coat 
of Halfords Nissan silver followed by a 
coat of lohnsons Klcar 

While this was drying I made up 
the multi-part resin and metal Iwin- 
propeller assemblies using the full 
sized template provided and noting 
that the propeller.* rotate in opposite 
directions* I left olf adding ihese and 
the undercarriage assemblies until 
painting and decaling was complete 
for ease of handling, I also decided 
not to fit the twin underwing tanks as 
I think ihey spoil the elegant lines of 
this pretty aircraft I also replaced the 
cast metal phot probe with wire as the 
cast metal part provided seemed a bit 
large and clumsy to me. 

Accuracy 

The finished model accurately 
captured the look and poise of a 



Hornet very well* Comparing the 
dimensions of the model to those of 
the real thing in The British Tighter 
(Putnam) the model is 3.5mm under 
in wtngspao and about Imm short in 
length which makes it quile accurate 
in my eyes. 

Colour Options 

PelaiU ot nine different aircraft are 
given on the instruction sheet in 
various combination* of silver, grey 
and H(D blue. The colour option 
provided for in the kit is silver overall.

Unc decal opt»n is provided (or a very 
colourful silver ami red aircraft of 
SW5 5qn, RAF. These are the n i 
Magna decals I have used and I found 
them to be eicellent. well primed and 
very thin. They were a joy to use 
adhering very well to the glossy surface 
of the lohruons Klear. a further coal of 
klrar sealing them in with no silvering 
al all. No specialist decal setting 
solutions were required. If I were lo be 
picky, a faint darker blue ring was 
present on the roundels where the 
white portion of the disc [pes part way 
under the *mtcr blue ring but this only 
sfatwH under a hnghl light, and these 
could he easdy replaced. 

Petal Rating = 9/10. 

Conclusion 

With time and patience this quality 
kit budds into a great replka of a 
beautiful aircraft. Its simple but eye- 
catching mluur scheme can be easily 
applied using readily available spray 
cans which add* greatly to its appeal 
(no messing with air brushes). This 
kit would make an excellent first resin 

for the modeller wanting to 
extend his/her skills. Very highly 
recommended indeed.

Here the 
instructions show the inner doors lowered, 
I lo wver, all the photographs I checked 
showl that these v.ere uctually raised when 
the aircraft v>us on the ground.

Within Magna'* standard, low- Key box are 
some fine resin castings, white metal details, 
decals and vac-form transparencies. The 
castings are finely detailed in a mixture of 
cream and near white resin, with only a few 
bubbles evident and all panel lines recessed 

Instructions 

Magna *uppty seven sides of A4, the lirM two 
containing references, history, construction 
notes* and diagrams. There is then a page of 
plans and lour pages of diagrams detailing 
eighteen different aircraft in a selection of 
different colour schemes and Reel Air Arm 
squadrons , 



Construction 

The fuselage halves contain the cockpit 
sidewall detail and there is a resin fuel lank 
that fills the central section, although the rear 
cockpit is empty This produces a reasonable 
cockpit although there is scope for more 
detail i rut I attached the main components to 
the fuselage with brass rod dowels lo: 
alignment and strenglh. Early oo it was 
obvious a hit of thought is required in the 
order of assembly, to enable painting. This Is 
because the upper wing* are located with 
copper rod through the canopy vac-form, I 
therefore assembled the lower wings, 
undercarriage, tailplancs, rudder and engine 
before priming and painting. A small aroounl 
of filler was required tor the wing and 
under\%irriage Joints. The upper wings were 
primed and painted separately, before all the 
decals were applied and the components 
varnished, I then added the canopy to the 
main fuselage and hand painted the frames. 
Only then were (he upper wings and various 
small detail components added, including the 
inboard inter*plane stmts which should have 
a small stay to fu them to the fuselage sides; 
this was made from plastic rod and drilled 
into position. At this point I also found the 
frame for the torpedo site should be bV 
shape rather than the single upright 
suggested I made this from fine steel wire. 
Then the inter wing rigging was glued in 
place, this was all made from line steel wire 
(actually an old u thou guitar *lring),a* was 
the aerial. TV final componenl was the 



propeller - already painled* No armament ts 
given so* for a laden Albacore, a visit to the 
.spares bos is required, 

Accuracy 

The final model measure* 160mm tongwilh 
a span of 2U5mrn.equivaient to 37fi 91 /Hn 
by- 4Sfi Sin. This shows the model to be 
slightly undersized in both dimensions when 
compared with ihc dimensions of 39ft °T/2in 
by* SOU quoted in Putnam's British NMl 
Aircraft. However, the model proportions 
look correct because the slight under-scale is 
even in both directions. 

Colour Options 

The instruction sheet details eighteen 
eiample aircraft* with decals Included for 
two. The two included art an aircraft from 
No, H27 squadron in 1942. This aircraft Is In 
the temperate sea scheme with sky under- 
surfaces and red code letter*. The other 
aircraft is from KoH2U squadron during the 
l°*42 Operation Torch. This airauft has Mack 



undersides and VS Mv.e stars on the fuselage 
sides. I have modified the decals included to 
produce (he same aircraft in a slightly earber 
guise, when it slill carried Rriitvi roundels 
on the fuselage side*. 

Decals 

Tne decals were very paod.easy to apply with 
a good colour density and only slight 
silvering on the serial number dccal.They are 
on the delicate tide bu: not seriously so.

Tie vast majority of 
the parts arc very well produced, I say 
majority with reason. This was the first 
kit by Chotvszy that I had received 
with some badly CM parts- The 
fuselage halves of my Ait wen? not 
completely casl along the bottom cdfp\ 
This may be due to it being a lt5: shefi 
hmvevcr. 

There is a small deal sheet and a 
double sided A4 instruction sheet also 
included. 

Construction 

As k jsual the first job U to wash all the 
components in lojic warm, soapy water 
lT,c component* are cleaned up and 
identified- 1 then set about the task of 
deciding how to compensate far the 
gap between the Uvu halves! As this 
area would not be seen once the 
interior had been added I super glued a 
strip of 10 than ptastic card along the 
whole length of the tower fuselage o: 
one half, this would bridpr the gap lor 
the filler bier The comprehensive 
interior \m then assembled As this 
was a Kawasaki pie-war type, and as 
no colour information had been 
supplied, I decided to paint the interior 



Li a colour that was Uwwn to have 
been used on other types,produced by 
this manufacturer, during the same 
lime period. The colour I used was 
dark blue grey. With the interior bulh 
and painted to my satisfaction I joined 
the two halves together and filled the 
gap between them. Unfortunately some 
of the delad was loM and this needed 
to be replaced with plastic cani 

When the fuselage vea* finally 
rubbed down the lower wing*, fin and 
:ailplancs were added. No problem* 
here: SH I decided to attach the 
undercarriajry assembly; ihi* U very 
complex on this aircraft and I would 
advise taking your lime* I had already 
decided that 1 was g^nng to finish my 
model in the China (green and brawn) 
scheme rather than the uvetali grey 
scheme. One advantage to this U the 
spau do not have to he Added, 
although they can he left off on nearly 
alt occasions* The rather hefty engine 
component was added and any small 
adjustment* and amounts of filler were 
added before the next *tagc. 

To mc the nett task is always ihe 
most difficult when building a biplane, 
making turr all the struts are in Ihe 
rip; place and a! ihe right angle. Sow* 
if some genius out there could invent 
an adjustable, multi -purpose, 
jghtwcijiht ii£ thai uiuld help get all 
the angles oirrecl, t would purchase 
one! This Job out of the way, the model 
was primed ready for painting 

Colour Options 

Only ooe option is given in the kit and 
this is for an overall light grey 
machine. Having built other aircraft ol 
this period in this colour I decided to 
look around and HC what else 1 (Olid 
ainic up with I know it's not stricdy 
OnW when reviewing a kit to do this 
but I am still not satisfied that I have 
found the correct tendering o( grey for 
this period. The scheme 1 chose to 
complete my mode) :n was Ihe Light 
Earth and I>ark Green China scheme. 
The colour* used were all irom ihe 
AcroMastei Waibird Color range. The

The decals arc to a high standanJ and 
not a single nnc gave me any problems.

Finishing

bomb load! Now I mighi have been 
unlucky wilh my homhs but there is no 
way you will get the full load on those 
racks correctly' You wdl need to either 
replace the bombs, which I wdl do 
later, or before you add the lower wing* 
remove and replace the racks.

Accuracy 

Checking the model againsi ihe 
dimensions in one of my Kokufan 
illustraied books, the model wales out 
lo be almost spot on; what discrepancy 
there U, is not worth mentioning in 
this >cak. 

Conclusion 

Another en joyahle kil of an era 1 am 
beginning to like. Not without its 
difficulties but these arc easily dealt 
with if you have a little experience in 
resm kit building. I do think that this 
model will be for ihe die hard 
etiihuiiosts alone however so you will 
not sec many around. 

It it's your cup of tea or within 
your field of inlerest ihrn I would 
suggest lhai you get one, it's an 
interesting looking aircraft! Oh did I 
mention it s big? 

Highly recommended.

Accuracy 

The tail boom, not surprisingly, is too thick for 
rt^nsofstrcnglhanduVBiiUihArmy 'tool 
kit' is a bit suspect All the reference material I 
found shows two separate botes, one cither 
side of the tail rotor shaft, not one box oridging 
it as provided by the kit. U was also a minor 
disappointment that the wider* three-sealer 
cockpit bubble was not included as an option. 
This said, the overall look* of the aircraft is 
good. In terms of dimensions* the kit'* rotor 
diameter is spot -on at 15.7cm compared to ihe 
I Urn full-size machine. The fuselage was 
3m m over length and over height in scale 
terms, being 1 3.3cm and 3.9cm compared to 
9.6m and 2.8m respectrtxdy on the real thing* 
All dimensions were taken horn 'Janes Pocket 
Guide - Modern Military (Idico^ers 1 . 

Colour Options 

Unlike the previous ofleringof this kiuhis one 
has three different colour schemes to choose 
from. The first is a British Army Ufestland 
Sioux AH- 1 in green and brown, the second is 
a similarly coloured AgusUi-built AB-47 G*3of 
the Italian Air Force and the third is a U.S. 
Army tlighi trainer in the familiar Olive Drab, 
but with dayglo orange panels on Ihe cockpit 
underside. Model Master and federal Standard 
paint reference* are given for the latter two, but 
not for the British version! 

Decals 

There are only forty-one images on the decal 
sheet, but this is sufficient to provide all the 
lettering and insignia for all three of the 
options. The depth of colour, registration and 
darity of priming arc excelknl.and the thin, 
semi-gfoas carrier flbfi adheres perfectly to a 
painted surface.

Although construction is fairly simple die 
complex and often tiny parts mean it's not 
exactly a beginner's kit but is well within the 
capabilities of most modellers. It captures the 
took of the real machine, despite the thicker 
tail boom, and opens up a wide range of colour 
schemes to be modelled (or wn convened to 
other versions). 1 highly recommend this kit

During WWII, a [ew C.202* were equipped 
to carry mo uoderwing 50kg bombs (sec 
Aero Detail page 90}, but did REAF use 
Italian bombs or other weapons of a 
similar weight* Having no information 
about this, I didn't fit bomb*, although they 
would have added one more point of 
interest to the model. 

Antenna 

1 214 retained a C202 antenna mast, but 
photographic evidence ihows Hascgawa's 
part should be lengthened by approximately 
4mm [5/32") in the constant chord section. 
In the finishing phase, you will then have to 
iiutall a thin wire from the top of thU mast 
to tip of the fin* 

Venturi tube 

It's strange how a 1990* state-of-the-art kit 
can mUs such an aeronauticalty essential 
detail! C202& up to Serie X had the venturi 
tube fitted under the fuselage, while all 
subsequent C202s and C,205V< had it 
fitted on the starboard side. In fact. 1214 
featured the latter configuration, and t 
recovered my venturi from a good old 
Matchbox Provost kit. 

Windscreen 

Before fitting the windscreen. I added a few 
little bits. Firstly, the compass body> i,e. a 
I mm |3/64 M ] longjmm diameter cylinder 
to be fitted behind the compass face 
(Eduani Pi No. 22). A second cylinder {2mm 
(3/32") long> 2mm diameter) will be 
vertically fined beside the compass, just 
right of the aircraft centreline. On top of this 
cylinder (the gunsight), I fitted a Ixlmm 
|3/Mx3/6tf'| acetate square, representing 
the lens (by the way, I actually built three of 
these, before one remained in place!). Then. 
I fitted the windscreen and the two bead 
sights (two rods, one immediately in front of 
the windscreen, the second one farther 
ahead on the fuselage). 

Oil Coolers 

Many modellers will wish to fn the iwo 
cylindrical chin oil coolers now, but I 
preferred painting them separately and fitting 
them iust before applying a dear varnish. 

By the way, I Ihink this is a good moment 
to talk aboul the main wheel wells. As stated 
previously, ( decided to earn* out no 
uipetdetailing, but just the essential 
corrections. I filled and sanded 
inappropriate joint lines and closed the well 
sides using masking tape; the excess can be 
easily trimmed with a sharp Wade, and I 
find this is surprisingly effective technique. 

Lastly* you can finish oft' the airframe's 
construction by fitting dear plastic 
navigation lights, if jw decided to do so. 

Undercarriage 

Here is the very last piece of conversion 
work, but this paragraph includes 
modifications that might also be useful for 
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CI 02s. I chose a radical approach leaving 
untouched (usl pari of the main leg*. 
Some may find ihc work unrewarding In 
terms ut final effect, but you can decide 
tor yoursell whether the result merit* the 
effort (See Photo 9). Back to plastic* I 
mint thank Huseeasra for leaving errors 
and inaccuracies Isorry* I mean 
improvement margins"!) even in their 
IWOi kits* so that modellers can keep 
their skills sharpened!

To save money you may wish to 
adapt Supermodel 1 * pieces, or 
scratchbuild your own. lust keep in mind 
that the foiV (particularly the outboard 
halves) should be as thin as possible while 
retaining ihc strength needed to support 



the wheels and, the whole model's weight. 
Hascgawa** hydraulic retraction cylinders 
are good. NW it*s time to dry-run the 
wheels (either the original* or the 
replacements from True Details)* 1 cut a 
pin inio sections to he used as an axle, 
then positioned the wheel* in the talk and 
got the axle through the iim fork hole, 
through the wheel and lastly through the 
second fork hole All of this was achieved 
only alter making all the corrections 
needed to gel ihc wheels vertically aligned 
with the oleo legs and with the centreline.

Conclusions 

I think ihe BMl model is a true eye^ratcher! 
Ii has some areas of controversy, tor example, 
we mighl never know ihe exact upper wing 
cokmr scheme, but just as we can enjoy 
building Luftwaffe '46 projects, I think wv 
con accept some HfcAF '4° uncertainties! I 
hope this article will stimulate others among 
you to add a few unusual and colourful

The first ta*k was to add extra detail to the 
upper rear decking area and navigator's 
scat (Pi No, U ft II). Unfortunately she

depicted on U are devoid of any detail 
and the R. 1 155 is in the wrong place. This 
item should really be cut alTand 
repositioned forward, so that 
approximately hall ut its length protrudes 
over ihe lip of the rear shelf, towards ihc 
back of the pilot * seat (For the correct 
location oi the equipment in this area see 
page 57 of the Modeller* Datafilc). Detail 
to the faces of these radio units is best 
done using some of the dial faces from ihe 
Reheat range, and using photographs as 
reference.

strips. Seal belts were also added, as was a 
seat cushion from a bit oi shaped IHu-iak. 
The instrument panel (14) U a real let 
down, being only supplied wiih a deca! 
and no raised detail. I therefore applied 
ihc deal Ihen, once dry, attached dial 
surrounds from ihe Reheat set to each* 
This woa done using gloss varnish, as 
supergiuc would get a bit complex in this 
small scale! As I had decided to do a *Bcum 
Bomber 1 of Nu, ItW Squadron this did 
mean that all the radio and blind-bombing 
equipment carried by these machines 
would need lo be added to the nose. You 
do not need tu add all the equipment lo

The nose halves don't have much detail in 
them. %o once again il was a case of using 
the DftttBk a* a reference source and 
dealing some delail with wire, plasticard 
and etched brass dials (See Photo 7). Keep 
checking throughuul these detailing stages 
that ihe work will not foul any oi the olhcr 
interior components. With everything 
detailed lo my laste (See Photo HI, il was 
time to do a dry- run (See Photos 0 St 10), 
The lailwheel unit (LSI does not need to 




be filled prior to the fuselage assembly, so 
I now M fined the whnle cuckpil interior 
and separate ouse assembly lo the alt 
fuselage halves (See Photos lift 12)- As 
yuu can see there were some initial fit 
problems on the upper decking, aft of the 
cockpit, but careful alignment of ihe 
interior soon cured this.

B4) one* . and then assemble the engines 
(A5.A6.A7 ft Ag) to each. The first stage 
all went welL but when the engines Mere 
in place I found it very difficult to exert 
pressure on the necessary components in 
the right manner. To overcome this I used 
long- nosed rwceiers held in place with 
household clothes pegs (Sec Photo 13). 
Once it had all set. the join line was not 
ihat visible (See Photo 14). 



Assembly 

Construction was nuw muving apace* and 
1 could sunn add the wing assemblies to 
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the fuselage. To apply the cancel amount 
of pressure to each wing I used a Rcrna 
Assembler dump (Sec Pholo 15) These 
are eitremely useful ilems which are a 
real blessing when you need 10 damp 
across large gaps or exert pressure inside 
an assembly. With this done I did need to 
apply filler to most of the major scams, 
but the beauty of a Mmquito is lhai must 
of the joint* arc actually covered with 
doped linen on the real machine. This 
docs allow a little poetic licence, so 
after all the filler was sanded 
smooth the fuselage joint, wing to 
fuselage seam and tailplanc to 
fuselage teams were all lined 
with strips of Barc-Melal Foil. 
The dinghy hatch and 
die-electric panel ai the base 
of the aerial masl was also 
lined with this material as il 
re 'established raised detail thai 
had been removed during ihc 
sanding proeew (Sec Photos 16 
ft 17). The underside is a bit 
more complex, as the 'rib tapes' 
applied to the warns on the nose do 
not follow the centreline. There are two 
tapes and their correct location is well 
shown in Richard I Laruana's scale plan* 
in the Modellers Datafile, Once this was a 
in place the lease covering for the aft 
tactical camera was drilled out and the 
open bomb bay was masked prior to 
paintmc (Sec Photo HI). 



Undercarriage 

Now ii was time to approach this 
assembly, and ihe Hascgawa kit does fall 
down again on basic detail The supports 
at the rear of the mudguard* (M J ) 
should have

Photo 20). Otic of the biggest 
shortcomings is Ihe lack of the tubular

Painting 

Now all lhal was left In do was paint Ihe 
model and all the remaining components. 
I opted lo do ihe very famous Urun 
Reaper 1 of No. 109 Sqn. This machine is 
l>ark Green and Ocean (rrcy over Nifchl 
(Bhcfcji The kit inatroction* and bm art 
would have n>u leavr ihc nose g.aiing 
(G5) clear, but all Oboe equipped 
Mosqui:oA had this area painted over in 
blacluo secure the equipment wilhin 
from prying ejPCI on the ground and from 
causing jilarc if caujdit in a searchlight 
beam while operating al night- You can 
Ihcrelotcadd <iS to your model, and omit 
any masking. As Ihc cockpit and bomb 
hay areas were m&tkrd 00* I now sprayed 
the whole of the ondcrneaih and tutelage 
sides and tail of the model in Hal lords 
Gloss Dlack. This acrylic paint dries very 
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fasl, and I was *onn considering the upper 
wrlaee colour scheme. 

U you have one of these kit* on your 
sheli already, one of the most obvious 
errors concerns the canopy 1 hU i* 
moulded in tVQ parts (G3 ft G4) a Id the 
Makhbm kit* and thi* leads In in 
unsightly centre seam, a* well a* being 
incorrect. The need for this breakdown in 
the component! is the side blisters. For 
Hawgawa lo gel the mould shape* it would 
(me involved a very complei* multi-pan 
mould, so thcyjusi got aiound this 
exprnvc by splitting the canupy down the 
middle and thereby dispensing with the 
problem* arising from die Hide blister*. For 
the modeller though it i* a big problem. 
HM of all you have \o he very good with 
the glue* or you will spoil ihc clear plastic, 
and even if you do succeed* ihe scam will 
be pttMM in a portion of the canopy 
where then? is no frame^ I refer to the 
centre *nang-out' escape halch. Now it is 
true thai ihen* is a frame visible running 
duwn ihc middle of this panel, but the 
frame in inside the cockpit, and il ts not 
connected to Ihc gla*s (See PiagramJ, The 
best way to deal with this problem is in 
hold the canopy halves in one hand, open a 
window with ihc oi heft and throw them 
out! Having done this, you on either 
contact Aeroclub and order iheir 
replacement canupy .tet (COM}, Of talk to 
Paragon and obtain their net (7202<J). bach 
will com you about a pound, and they will 



be far superior to the kil example* I did 
nol have either to hand, but did have a nice 
example that came out of the mixed-media 
kit Hi -Tech produced a tew years ago with 
the Airtix kit. This was therefore trimmed 
oversize locompensale for lhe tact it was 
not designed for thi* kit, and installed 
after a few dry-runt and some trimming 
IScc Pholo 23)< Now all ihc black area* 
and the canopy were milked off with a 
combination of Tamiya masking lape and 
Parafdm M {See Photo 24)*and the upper 
surface camouflage scheme was applied 
usmg ihe appropriate colours from the 
LrtcCoIor range. Once this was dry a gloss 
coal wa± sprayed overall* and it Ml time 
to apply the decals. 

Deals 

llasegawa's decaU are excellent and I had 
no problem applying them over a gloss 
surface. No decal solvents were used at all, 
and once Ihey were all io place and dry, I 
sprayed on a coat of Humbml Salin Cole 
(See Photo 25|.Nole thai the Ihuegawa 
decaU omit lo include the small whiteT 
thai should be applied to the Hat panel on 
the painifd'Oul nose. To date I haw not 
discovered a suitable sixed decal for this, 
but I will add one before too much longer. 

Final Touches 

Once all the marking was removed. I did a 
bit of repair to some 0) Ihe framing on the 
canopy (,Scc Pholo 26), and set aboot 
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fitting the final detail 
parls Thr propellers had 
also been sprayed with 
Humbrol Glow Black right at the 
Marl, but the propeller tips needed 
to be painted yellow. I therefore masked 
each one oil with Tamiya masking tape 
and sprayed on Kcvcll* Yellow ( 1 2) (Sec 
Photo 27).

With all this 
work done, Ihe whole area was Marling to 
look really busy ;Sce Pholo 31). 

The instrument panel is detailed with 
raised diaU etc an :he front, And all I 
added were some control levers from brow 
wire. The rear however was missing all 
those lovely pipes that are so prominent 
In the real machine, I (tut went a little over 
the top here, and druled and installed 
masse* of brass wire. The relief bottle 
under the pilots seal was aUo missing, so I 
made one from a length of plastic rod, 
sanded b> shape, and fitted the relief pipe 



and funnel to the from of it (Sec 
Thoto 32), It should clip under the seat 
pan'* (A1G) lower edge, hut I forgot thi-s 
and i ■ ; 1 I 'I it to the fmni of the seal. 
Both of the halves of the nose i |fi flc 
1 16) are well detailed, hut I wanted more, I 
added a mass ol wire and placticard 
details using the photos and illustrations 
fmm the Datafilc lo assist inc. Test fitting 
of all the components and sub-asscmhlic* 
throughout all these drtailing stages is a 
must, otherwise you will And work you 
have installed fouling the correct 
alignment and fixture of other piccci.Thc 
end result of all this additional detail work 
in the nose was well worth it though (See 
Photos 33 & 34). The sidcwall detail in lhc 
rear fuselage halves {:W&AIH) needs io 
added to* especially inside the cockpit 
interior aft of the pilot I just added a few 
length* of wire {See Pholo 35), and on the 
starboard side.a'iunction box" made of 
plastic card with lots of wires going into it. 
With all the details m place it was t ime to 
test fit everything and make sure all ihis 
extra detail would still actually fit into the 
model! (See Photos 36 & 37). 

Bomb Bay 

This unit ( A13> should he detailed as well, 
as the bomb doors are best left open. If 
you are making the PR version (as I was) 
»ou will have to open up some holes in 
A 1 .1 before you go any further.

The cameras were also 'wired up* and ihe 
link pipe and filler stem were added to the 
fuel cells (See PhotnU). 

Painting - Interior 

Now it was lime to paint all that detail: I 
had assembled ever ylhing without gloc, so 
all the sub-assembles were dismantled and 
pRptffd lor spraying.! applied Interior 
Green fmm the LifeColor range to all 
cockpit, and bomb bay areas. The fuel celU

Undercarriage 

This is a real gem of an assembly in the 
Titniya kits, and the level of detail U 
eicellenL The undercarriage legs 
themselves (E15,EIII,B4, E5 A D5) are 
my complex, and I had already decided 
to spray all of these components with 
Halfords Aluminium. Once dry I needed 
to set about adding some extra detail, 
Again, the supports for ihe mudguard 
(E17) are moulded without the lightening 
holes drilled in ihem. These weir easily, if 
carefully, added using suitably sizxd drills 
(See Photo 46), The undercarriage unit* 
themselves were now assembled, and 
once again sprayed with Halfords 
Aluminium, Brake lines were made from 
wire and ran down either leg, pipes for 
the hydraulic header tanks (E20) were 
added from plastic coated wire and the 
complex wire system that closed the 
undercarriage doors were attempted 
using fuse wire. This latter item Is 
extremely involved and reference to clear 
photos of this area of the aircraft la 
essential. Once completed the pipes were 
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compound between the tubular frame and 
the glass to stop vibration* Yuu would 
eipecl that to result in framework that was 
only ever painted Interior Green, hut some 
of ihe frames had a metal strip screwed on 
the outside, to 'clamp' the glass down. To 
reproduce the 'internal' frames that do not 
have an external strip. Tamiya have 
included decals to add to the interior of 
the canopy! I wanted to add a bit more 
though, and although I did nol add all the 
frame (maybe one day!), I did add the 
escape hatch surround (painted yellow), 



Painting 

I had opted (or the simplest colour 
scheme, the PR version. To me the 
Mosquito in PR blue is one of ihe prettiest 
schemes you can see. 1 will certainly build 
the nes! ones as an Oboe machine and a 
standard bomber, but for now ihr PK 
version was calling me, The whole model 
was prepared for spraying, and the canopy 
was lacked in place with HIu-Tak.the nose 
glaxing was stuck in place, and each was 
masked with Purafilm M - The bomb bay. 
undercarriage bays and tailwheel bay wea- 



ver;' positive locating pins, *o no worries 
there. The masking was removed fmm the 
canopy and ii ws cleaned op and finally 
permanently fued in place. The tail wheel 
unit was filed in placcand iheirailiog 
aerial fairlead fairing (|2) was also secured. 
The bomb doors (|7(, antenna moat (A23) 
and pilot (AID) were A. filled acid the final 
details to add were just the crew access dour

Conclusions 

Well, as a Mussic fan I con say that 1 am 
delighted with both kits. I think that 
Masegawa bmt opted lor less detail to keep 
down the price in the know-edge that resin 
and etched brass accessory manufacturer?

only all well and (uiod while these sets air 
still being produtrd.

picked out in black and in the 
accompanying photos (See Photos 47 & 
4H) you will see one unit with the work 
complete, and one 'as supplied , Now 
although Tiimiya did include a form of 
bulkhead in the front of the wheel wells, 
they will not stop a *scc»lhrough' elTect 
into the engine nacelle. I therefore used 
solder, pressed inlo the nacelle assembly 
(D3/D4 and Dl WD12),fo create a 
template around which I could draw. This 
template was transferred to plastkard, 
which was cut oversize and then trimmed 
to fit (See Photo 49), The wire system lo 
close Ihe undercarriage doors already 
mentioned did rcquirr two large springs 
at the back of the nacelle. These were 
therefore reproduced by winding brass 
wire around a pin. There are two in each 
nacelle, so once four had been produced, 
small holes were drilled in the roof of the 
nacelle and the units installed (See Photo 
30), The completed nacelles were added 
to the lower wing panels (CI 4 CU) and 



its operating handle, the Very pistol mount 
and the flexible light, both of which are 
mounted m the canopy above and behind 
Ihe navigator s head I Sec Photos 52 fir 53), 

Final Assembly 

Prior to any more assembly, I sprayed llic 
nacelles, and 'meial* areas of each wing in 
Halfords Aluminium (Sec Photo 54), Once 
this was dry it was time lo bring the 
wings, tail and fuselage together. This all 
proved quite easy, although I had learned 
my lesson with the FB Mk VI kit and knew 
lhal ihe wing pins (B4 4 B5) have logo 
when: the instructions state, dont mis 
them up! ( had also already added the 
separate wing tips lo the main wing

The decals in Tamiya kiia are good* hut 
they hale decal solvents of any kind, and 
can still prove difficult to settle on your 
model.

kits, and I can only hope that more will 
follow. The Hasegawa FB Mk yi kit is 
basically similar to then U Mk IV, and the 
Nf Mk II will abobe the same, so many 
of the points raised above apply to these 
kits too.

Biplane* arc lo aircraft 
modellers, as sailing vessels are to ship 
builders, tou need to do a tew to humble 
vuttrccjf and pay homage to the historical 




roots. 

The kit ennsists nf fuur sprues moulded 
in the industry standard grey, one 
Iranspartnl sprue, two etched brats sheets 
ami one large and well printed decal sheet. 
The quality and accuracy of the mouldings 
are of course outstanding! This bit leaves 
little or no room lor the aftcrmarket 
companies to improve upon. It even 
includes the main flight and cabone wires 
nn an etched brass sheet - but unlike some 
other large Japanese inlection moulded 
company (names will not be mentioned) 
who charged eitra tor this feature, these 
come included in the kit.The directions are 
the typical Accurate Miniatures type with 
painting instructions called out along the 
building sequence and I suggest the 
modeller follows them. 

Since 1 pre-nrdcttd my kit via the 

Accurate Miniatures 
website, I received

is for the collector's market, something I 
never quite understood as collecting a 
model you will never budd is like collecting 
wine ynu will never drink. It perplexes moT I 
was just ecstatic lo receive the kit in early 
November and at a price that was quite 
reasonable 428.99 (approx £10), this Is 
certainly a bargain, OK, you gel the feeling I 
like this kit, so let's see how this thing goes 
together. 
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Fuselage & Cockpit 

I began with the cockpit and wo fuselage 
halve* and these were sprayed Kith Tamiya 
Bart Metal Silver (AS* 12), Once all was dry, 
I commenced with construction or the 
cockpit. This went together with no hitches, 
but I do recommend you follow the 
instructions lor pails nrdei and 
construction sequence. These were then 
painled with the appropriate washes and all 
the details were drybnuhed and picked out 
loi the look of a busy front office. My 
attention* then turned to the instrument 
panel, seal and fuselage Fuel tank* These 
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were all sprayed with Tamtya Hare Metal 
Silver and then painted with the appropriate 
washes. The instrument panel was painted 
And ihcn the instrument decal was added. 
With the re craned diaU. the instrument panel 
really looks the port and make* for a 
convincing appearand. Before the lusclagp 
was joined, I cemented into place the toil 
wheel assembly, which again fit we!L Once 
the whulr cockpit was assembled, it was dry 
titled to the fuseiage - a perfect tit tnicejob 
AM!). The fuselage halves were then 
cemented together and no filler was needed. 
At this stage. I assembled the main wheel 
carriage unit and this went together with no 
hitches. My only recommendation is to dry 
fit the components that make up the 
undci carriage; the; 1 fit very well bul you nmsi 
trim thr escew fn»m ihe sprue gates carefully 
lo achieve proper alignment* This in no hard 
I ask and rewards the patient modeller 

At this stage the fuselage assembly wav 
completed, bul I now turned lo the Ptttt 
and Whitney IWin Wasp lunior engine and 
wheels. The wheel* were sprayed with 
Testors Hai Black enamel and allowed Eo 
dry* The engine was then assembled and the 
etched bias* wire set was removed from the 
Ik i The wire sei was painted a dork brown 
and allowed to dry. The engine was painted 
with leslor (buffing) Melalixer Gonmctul 
and allowed to dry* It was then butted and 
details were picked out with 5n| aluminum 
polishing powder This nukes for a realistic 



metallic look. Now I applied a final coat of 
black-gray wash and the fourteen cylinder 
ftm and Whitney R- I5J5-84 Iwin Wup 
Junior mi ready to crank out some serious 
lU'MY The wiring set was then cpoiicd into 
place and die engine was iracy for 
attachment to the fuselage, Tne machine 
guns were painted with acrylic (lunif 
Sangyn Stee- and cemented into place a; thU 
stage. The fuselage top ewer was then dry 
fitted and cemented into place* The 
modeller shoold be cuielul to align ail ihe 
umiponents of the fuselage, including the 
fuselage lop cover* engine and cowling 
before cummiltiog to a*mcnt. I attached the 
rear stabilisers along with ihe uahiliscr 
brace* lo the fuselage aod one should be 
cartiul to fallow the instructions on huw to 
attach ihese. Now we have a completed 
i ■ ' . ■ - I ■■ >l good! 

Wings & Things 

Since the wings both upper and lower, are 
one piece I decided lo painl ihe upper wing 
at this stage. I painted the upper wing with

colour seems to really match the yellow 
used by the United Slates Navy in the

The whole wing 
was then clear coated w.ih leslor Glosscoat 
This was put a^ide tor detailing

the main air frame assembled (bottom 
wing* included) I decided to mtuh off the 
engine and cockpit and sprayed the main 
airframe and Ihc underneath of the upper 
wing with lamiya AS- 12 (Bare Mclul 
Silver)* Tim Muff dries real last and hat a 
nice hearty finish, which really made the 
painting cas)^ with no airbrush clean up. I 
also masked off the canopy and 
windsrreen and sprayed them with the 
fuselage colour (AS* 12)* Once the cowling 
was dry. 1 masked it off and pointed the 
from hall Tamiya fiat red and then the 
huelage HH BNUkCd a:id Ihc 
identification banc wiis painted Ihc same 
colour Wc are now coming In the finish 
line. All lhai was left for ma;or painling 
was the tail and reai stabilisers. I masked 
off the horizontal stabilisers and Mil and 
painted the whole ;ail area with Gum 
Sangyo Semi-gloss White, This colnui 
scheme is the one that is un the hoi art 
and by the way is the only scnemc thai 
Accurate Mmiatares provide* any data (nr. 
They do however provide the modeller 
■Mil all (he marking :u build any ol the 
Giiy-seven P3M'* that were produced. 
You. i he modeller out provide the 
reference source* m accurately portray 
another aircraft. 1 opted for the box art 
version, which ;s a proverbial Hot of 
colour anyway. 



Final Assembly & Decals 

Now this is the stage where the kit really 
fiii. and proves to be a little gem of a 
buQdl I he main wmg'N* struts vtR HOC 
cemented into place with slower drying 
Totors plastic model ccmenl and ihc upper 
wing was filled for alignment The upper 
wing really just dicis into place and thc'N' 
struts lined up wcSL I allowed thc'N* struts 
to dry completely and then supcrglucd the 
upper wing into place and voila, a biplane! I 
have built a handful ol biplanes in the pail 
and this one is by lar the best and easiest to 
AQKIUCI when il mmes lo wing alignment* 

The final little bits were now aliadicd tu 
the fuselage I glued the aiwling into place 
and painud the prop the appmpriatc 
ailours and cemented il into place ton* The 
wluvls and hubs were then painted and 
attached to the main pear oleos, a lask 
which wah made eas;e: by the separate 
mouldings ut the tyrn and the huhs.Thc 
modeller should however mainlain ihc 
oirrcn camber nf the tyre assemblies when 
cementing them into place - otherwise a 
stress free lask. 

I divided lo dn the detailing before the 
r igginp* I then proceeded lo apply all the 
appropriate deeaU which adheted well The 
Micro-Scale system was used and no 
adverse effects arose and the dccaU 
snuggled weL amund all the surface details. 
Testor* Flal Clearaiat was applied lo blend 
in the decals - all wenl well I added I he 



minimum amount o( weathering and let the 
decals and Ocatcoat dry ovrrnight. 

Rigging 

He fun- 1 began the final r igging stage, I 
cemented the canopy and windscreen into 
place* I especially liked the way the 
windscreen fits around the telescopic 
guruighi. Sow lor the dreaded rigging stage. 
After reading David Bait s anide an the 
MDCSw*rdfi*h{SceVaLl Us, II). and huw 
the etched metal rigging wirrs were a 
disaster I contemplated not using the ones 
that came with this kit. I decided to he hravc 
and went Inrward with the kit-provided 
etched metal rigging wire* - 1 am glad I did* 
Tlic plastic Injection moulded pans have 
prc-formcd slots and recesses for the wire* 
to fit into and this made the process that 
much easier. It took lew than an hour tn get 
all the main Hying and cabane wires rigged 
The only additional wires that need lo be 
added by the modeller aw the radio 
antennas and I used 6mm ceramic fibre 
which is a very convincing representation of 
aerial wire * 

Conclusion 

This is by far nne nf the best designed 
biplane model kits, which not only provides 
excellent detads, but is alsn easy to 
construct. I proudly admil that I employed 
no filler in any siageoi rhe budding. 1 he 
pans tit and crisp mouldings make for an 
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excellent scale 
replica and should 
appeal to all 
prospective 
builder*. This is a 
perfect first kit for 
HQUM 
contemplating 
building a biplane, 
who has been put 
oil by the complexity. 
As I am sure jm have 
surmised by now t I thoroughly enjoyed 
building Ihu kii and highly recommend it to 
all This devoled icthead may be building 
some more biplanes in the future - now 
didn't I hear that Clastic Airframes 1 has 
released a i/4fllh GVtfitt 'M?

Neither kit features 
etched bras, t can appxciaic Out although 
this medium haa received a lot o( bad pa-ss 
due to its inappropriate use there are a lot of 
areas (such as instrument panels and 
Vaiwlxcl' giinsighu) where it provides an 
cxcrlknl result Like oil Classic Airframes kits 
to date the injection moulded parts have 
superbly restrained engraved panel line 
detail but these kits shuw a definite 
improvement in i:iat Ihe control surlaccs have 
duunulp more positive outlines. The trailing 
edges are 4 little mo thick for realism, 
especially when the two halves of the wing or 
fuselage art bmughl together, bur some 
enerp*tic scraping can correct ihii. 

With the M S^KIfi I lound that the 
provision of certain optional parts, but the 



omission of others, w» quite aurprisin^ The 
kit provides the option of tail wheel or dud 
and also a set of *Broniavia* exhausts, but only 
the larger spinner of the Rdtier prupeiler

the retire severely limit the chnicrof hnisliing 
options. The retractable radiator is effectively 
produced but the well into which it retmcti Is 
omitted.

Getting started - M.S.406 

Mm) ol the cut resin parts are used up with 
the interior; the codepil sides, rear bulkhead, 
seat, heel boards, airunil column and rudder 
pedals raibo shelt and instrument pancL 
These were cleaned up and primed with 
Hribttk Grey (aoTlic spray} Primer, then 
along with the few plastic parts for the seal 
and heel board support, the roll cage, rear 
former and the fuselage sides, were sprajrd 
Heu de Mt My preferred AcmMastrr acrylic 
of this colour was unavadatrie, so I cobbled up 
a match thai I thought close enough, utilising 
RLM 66 Sehwaugrau with a dash of black. 

TTie side panels appear to be pmpbfied 
bin a coat of primer shows up the levd of the 
detail, though as the photo shows I added 
various handles from lengths of plasac rod- 
The unusual rudder pedals are wcil 
represented but the way they are cast does not 
allow for the moulding of the peg cm which 
they fit I added an over-length peg from 
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Unlbrtunateij' tor the manufacturers many of 
these points are an inherent part of the "multi- 
media kit phenomenon; at the hobby moves 
away from kits that are exclusively injection 
moulded then budders cannot help but ask 
why certain pans are produced from malerial 
X rather than'R 1 . 

Colour Options 

In the MS.406 you also get two deeal options. 
These options are for an aircraft of Group de 
Ousse 1/2 flown by U Leenhard in

1 nal and error as I prrparcJ to close the 
fuselage around the cockpit interior.

I was a lillle disappointed in the cast 
resin seat lor it didn't have a MM harness 
and my nvn scant references came up with 
a big fat 'xcro* when it came to French 
*traps> 1 here had to be some surf of 
harness, even though ihe term Uiwi- lairr 
comes from the French t cannot imagine it 
cxI ending to their allowing highly trained 
pilots to fall out of their lighters. In a 
combination of ignorance and desperation I 



filled a harness from the True Details 
generic set intended lor Japanese aircraft, 
which doctn't look totally incongruous. 

Before beginning the ajscnihly of (he 
major parts I wcol around die ami ml 
surfaces with an Olta P-Lutter In visually (not 
physically) separate ihem from the airframe. 
This h a normal requirement lora Classic 
Airframes kit and one that I'm happy to 
accept oi a traded! for the delicacy of the 
surface detail. A light pasrwiiund the cowling 
panels will also pay dividends. 

Oosing the fuselage halves amund the 
cockpit parts is not the simplest of tasks hiu it 
can be made easier if the bulkier treats this 
Mage as having six separate elements; radx> 
shell, pilot's back armour, seat, heel boards, 
instrument :\mc! and finally the firewall. 
With the cockpit sxte panel* pitied in pla^e 
and the fuselage iides raped logeiher each of 
(hex parts should be trimmed carefully Id fit 
ivithoul any undue force, then they can all be 
bnmght together Al first Ihe instrument fund 
seems lo be a very loose fit. bur rhc *in#e 
photo I wus able to find of the panel docs 
suggest that there was a taijje jyp at the sides. 

One retinement I carried DM before 
joining the fuselage sides was to drill out the 
exhaust pons and back the holes with plastic 
canlThe ports are sbghtiy dungaled ovals 
rather ttfan perfect circles and this eflect can 
he repmduced by racking the drill fore and 
aft nnce it s pine through the plastic. The grill 
in ihe lower nose is supplied a* a resin mserl 
and is best fitted at this line while (hen: is 
access from inside and out. With hindsight I 
nxuinnierid besetting off the edges of the 
fuselage opening to give thegrdl a neat 
outline, in: otherwise :l simply merges into 
ihe nose com ours. 

With the shies awmhlcd The bulk of the 
model isfinished.ThiJ kit features one ol 
(lassie Airframes* unfortunate trademarks 
separate wheel mil parts that simply do not 
fit. Ihe;* can be made to go inside the wing 
parts by vigorous Tiling, but this will ncrcr 
correct Ihe way in which the opening in the 
lower wing is larger than the wells themselves. 

Before I assembled the wing pans I oil oul 
ihe daps so they couid be dmppn! and I also 
drilled out the hole in the underside of the 
wing between the port wing gun blister and 
the pitol head. 1 h ■ was lor ihe relraciabtc 
landing light which appear* towred in every 
pliolo I've seen of the MJUOh nn ihe ground I 
also OK oul ihe hole fnr the it-tractable radiator 
and, while in the mood U*t plastic carving, also 
separated Ihe elevators fmnt ihe uilplanc. 

Adding the tailplanc part* emphasises the 
greatest error that (Haute Airframe*? have 
made in the shape of the MS, -sift The 
fuselage has a constant width from the 
cowling through to the rear of the cockpit, 
which is behind the trailing edge of the wing, 
jihh . this point U tapers sharply to the tail. 
Inn instead of tapering lo the slernpwt (the 
sertieal 'strut* al ihe very rear of the fuselage 
proper, onto which the rudder was (ringed) 
the kit follows a line to the trailing edejr of the 
rudder. There are two problems thai arise due 
to ihu enot Hrsl the rudder hoi a 
monstrously thick leading edge, in scale 
terms some tivrcvc inches wide at ihe base ol 
the fin and tapering lo Ihe fin lop. It shew id 
actually be a Hal plait- section about three 
inches thick.This Is a grow error but isn't as 
noticeable as the uilpbnc.Thu has an

Getting Started - MB.152 

As usual ainslruaion begins with the cockpit 
interior and many of the cost rum porta .Mr 
■lm up in this iask.ltie level of' detail on 
■hesc pans is a Tittle sparse and my references 
were unable to provide any hdp at all. A 
French modeling magazine recently carried a 
aiinpiehensivt" study of the type and llw 
Editor kindly sent me a copy of it* which 
indicted thai the instrument pane) had a 
plethora of mechanical Iwis and a lew more 
dials than wre tarried on the *jt a panel It 
would be very simple lor any modeller to add 
a representation of these lever* with some 
pieces of pluiic card, and dial face* can be 
reproduced with discs or rings CM Iran 
plastic rod or tube, while Keheal produce a 
genera fret of dials io complement their decal 
sheeuot iosliumemsMdidntmatethedlntt 
to enhance the cockpit because I sow some 
real problems dcstloping which would take 
priority and possibiy make the dtort 
worthless* Even ihe novice mtxicller rapidly 
learns Ihe value ol tcsh fitting parti. With 
some kits it's wnnhwhite taping more parts 
together so that various subassemblies can be 
M-firjfdu>grthe: t roraaniplc.pan!i 1,2 and 
J may jjj together great, but when, as a un ii , 
uVy are offered up in pans 4 and 5 only then 
do you I '.ml that part I was loo largp or small* 
and il is ux> laic to woik on it any more* 

What happened with the Bloch? ftUL I test 
fitted .hecocspit sides to Use cockpit Ooor 
and the instrument pane^ and realised ihai in 
scale term* the owning at Ihe lop was some 
12 scale inches wide* Even a pixK ot Sockey' 
Mature would find ihis a bii of a sqoeewand 
my mental warning bells wen: ringing, I taped 
the cocipil parts together and orrered them 
Lp lo the fuselage and lound that to make up 
liir the liny opening the llnor was much toe 
wide. Belhre any trimming the cockpit was so 
oter-itiwd that the floor ended up below Ihe 
line of the lower fiucbge. There is a nole in 
the instructions *Bc sure to dry-fit and mm 
cockpit party as nevrssary in assure a proper 
tit within the fuselage** 1 don't think it's 
possible*. Ifven if the resin sides were sanded 
away ID the point ol disintegration the 
modeller would ,*tiL have lo scrape their way 
through die fiiselofl: and ou: the edict side In 
gtt the cockpit interior to tit* The only 
alternative seems lo be to remove all the 
ftjgpffiettl detail from the floor (the seal 
mounting, central console widi rudder 
peda Is, etc ) and transfer il to a scratch built 
new ilnmihcn build a new instrument panel 
to match Ihe si?e of the new floor* 

Whatever the cause the result is a cockpit 
that simp.y will not lit* Bearing in mind that 
Jbr many modelers the reason of building in 
1 MMi scale il lhal del ail can be seen this 
becomes a fairly significant fault* 

I iauped and fussed and fiddled and the 
best I could do was logrt the cockpit interior 
far enough up in the fuselage so that it would 
dear the wing I was not impressed, but 
continued in the hope lhal with the model 
finished with a closed canopy the cumulative 
error* wxiuld not be too had The instrument 
panel had to be rabed up within die cockpit 



sides so that it would contact the coaming 
and this created a massive gap between the 
panel and the central console* while the seat 
ended up some tour scale feet below the 
cockpit edge* 

Before the fuselage was set aside I looked 
into the fitting of the canopy* I'd decided to 
leave this closed and was surprised to find 
that the modeller was expected to work 
their way around the two semi-oval rear 
quarter light* even though the canopy 
forming presented these as part ai the 
fuselage spine (builders of the Mauve series 
of P-4CI5 wdl understand what I'm talking 
about). I decided to cut the top of Ihe 
fuselage away along the canopy tracks and 
down the panel line immediately behind ihe 
quarter lights to simplify the trimming and 
fining ofthe canopy* 

With the fuselaflf halves joined the Writ 
moved to the engine and oiwIing^These 
item* were all neatly formed though I did run 
a scriher around the very taint outlines of the 
oiwl cooling flaps to bring them out a bil*TTie 
engine crankcase is a single casting lo wh>ch 
the fourteen cylinder* are added. No winng 
harness or push rods are supplied or 
indicated and without reference material its 
not possible un mc to say whether this is an 
aciual omission or an unusual feature ol the 
original rngine* Whatever the situation the 
high quality of the casting* cannot he denied 
and nnre the engine is buried away within the 
deep cowling and hidden by the larpr spinner 
any omissioos hecome lets visible. Although 
it adds to the complexity of the kit it has io he 
said that the provision of separate awl buJges 
is a neat idea for il would nol be possible lo 
mouid the bulges properly without ihe use ol 
expensive multipart moulds. The three 
bulge* on each side aie moulded on the 
cowling but the lour on top and the pair on 
either side of the carburettor intake are east 
separately in resin. It prosed to be easy to 
sand Ihe resin bulges down on a wet wri ridry 
sanding block and drop them into pbee with 
gel type supcrgjuc, any occss being quickly 
wiped my Alter die carburettor inlaw* was 
added to ihe nullum of the Cowling both this 
and the engine were set to one side and added 
afier final painting* 

WaLl-dimbing (MB.152) 

Next came the amstrucLon of the wing A 
large resin insert is supplied In form ihe 
wticd wlb and I was al llr« very impressed 
with this, for not only did it feature a high 
level of impressive looking internal detail but 
it actually matched the opening in the lower 
wing pan. something that doesn't always 
happen with Classic Airframe* kits (sec my 
comments about the M.S*406).A little filling 
was needed to frf the well casling tightly 
fitted Ui the lowvr wing pan then it was lued 
In place with super glue gcLALis, I should 
nave thought back lo my experiences with the 
oickpil interior* Omrying to otfcr U up to the 
fuselage, the first thing that happened was 
that the well casting fouled llw cockpit floor, 
where this could not be filled properly Into 
placc.A laiye square secuun was cui oul from 
the centre of the well casting to dear ihe 
cockpit, with measurements beiog rranslencd 
usmgdivider.s,then a second fit was tried. 
This time the top of the casting Joulcd Ihe 
lowvr edges of the opening in the fuselage, at 
the from of the wing root fairing* 

I became aware of a siuling noise lifcr a 
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nol'so-slow burning fuse at the back of my 
mind, back where my lemper lives. Before 
trying anything else I thought I'd dry-fit 
the upper wing halves to the lower wing 
and wheel well costing. Did il fit? No way. 
There was a gap at least 'mm wide along 
the leading edge of ihe wing* I blew my top, 
cursed the air blue, ripped ihe costing out 
of ihe wing and determined that I'd simply 
fifmh the project. It may be powible lo file 
down the well catting and scrape out the 
wing interior but I couldn't ser the need. It 
shouldn't have been necessary As it was 1 
simply titled just the very ends of the resin 
casting In give the undercarriage struts 
something to fit on while the bulk of it went 
into the bin, ihen the wing was fitted to the 



fuselage with only a modicum of filler 
being needed. 

The tailplane halves are one-piece items 
and it would be simple enough lo separate the 
elevators and droop them if desired, though 
I'd recommend that a (Hfa P Cutler would be 
the ideal tool tor this task**nierc ore no tabs 
or slots to align the halves so it's entirely up to 
the buildcr.and I have always found that 
Humbrol liquid cement is more than 
adequate to produce a sound butt joint 1 feh 
that the injection moulded itruts wvre a little 
insubstantial w replaced these with lengths of 
Contrail aerofoil section plastic strip. 

Underneath ihe wing the Spitfire slyV oil 
cooler was added to the left wing and the 
retractable aerial added left of centre on the 
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fuselage underside. Al uHc rear the tail skxj 
needed a lot of cleaning up bul e ndrd up 
looking quite neat, while the wing cannon 
also needed a lac of cleaning up to get the 
best from the moulded detail. Both the pilot 
haul and the upper aerial were neatly 
produced and added without modification 
and finally the canopy M cut Iiom its 
backing, marked up with tope and masking 
lluid And added with llumhm] (Jrarfix 



before being spread with AeroMasler Bleu 
de Nuii, the same colour that was used for 
the real of the interior 

Spray time - M.S.406 

BMh the tab' colour options use the French 
colour* of (iris Bleu Fence, Tern: Fonce and 
Vest Foncc over Gris Bleu Clair in a ditrapthr 
pattern, the only diffcrerur being that the 
pattern of the Finnish example was a lot more 



intricate. I used AeroMasler acrylic painls 
*l IDOp. 1 103, 1 ID? and! 101 H Uml t wfr 
sprayed freehand with an Aztec fitted with a 
fine line spray lip. Two sprayed coats of 
Johnson's Kleai flour polish provided a base 
lor the decab which HOC applied 1 ■ 1 ■ ■ 
Mkmscale sell i tut solutions, 1 did painl the 
rudder in glen* while lo provide an undcMial 
for the tricolour but with hindsight I do not 
ihink this was necessary The upper wing 
cockadei were certainly d«uc enough lo 
present any 4 how through of the tamouDa|$i 
A single coat uf Model Muter Aery) Man 
Varnish finished the ttsk before some smoke 
burns were applied tvilh Xtniculnr Exhaust 
and a few light paint chips added with a 
Karismacolnr silver penal When adding the 
painl chip* remember that this aircraft was 
construe ted mainly ol wood and fabric 
Finally, the masking lape was removed from 
the navigation lights and a little clear varnish 
Applied lo improve their clarity. 

Spray time -MB.15Z 

Once again 1 used AeroMastcT acrylics 
throughout (oi the exterior tinish f making we 
of the French colours of Grit Bleu Fonce, Terrc 
Fonce and tori FVwicc over (iris Bleu l-lair 
sprayed freehand with an Artec airbrush (line 
line lip). The great disadvanlap' of the 
AmMafiei acrylics b their fast drying time, 
which is also their greatest advantage When 
fralheringin the edges of the colours such 
tiny quantities of paint ore used thai it dncs 
on the painl lip, ami until AcroMaster release 
an acrylic retarder the only solution is lo keep 
an old toothbrush to hand soaked in a mild 
detergent solution so that the tip can be 
scrubbed dean every few minutes. 

I sprayed the yeUow onto the now and tail 
after the camnullayj? was applied and decided 
lo iry thi. kil^dccal striping as this gave a 
definite match for ihc red of the national 
insignia. I used Insignia Yellow from the 
ModelMastcr Acryl range and if I had masked 
the stripes I think that Italian Red from this 
range would have been acceptable (Humbrol 
Insignia Yellow and Marker lied are 
alternative enamels). 

A* with the M-S.406 I used Klcar floor 
polish as a base fur lhcdccals,acnaiof Acryl 
Mall Varnish l» seal (he dccals once applied 
and the whole iob wa* LuinpMed with some 
smoke slain* using Xiracolor Fihaust and 
paint chips applied with a Karismaeolor 
silver pencil. 

Finishing off - M.S.406 

The prop ainsists of a simple spinner with 
three separate prop blades and its entirely op 
to the builder to gel them all aligned right* I 
laid .some wide masking lape onto a grid 
lined culling nut ihen drew onto it a circle 
centred on one of the main lines. Three nidi: 
were drawn on lo the circle at 120 1 and the 
spinner was laid over ihe centre of Ihc circle 
lo mark the blade positions. A soilahlc drill 
was used tn indent the blade ronl positions nn 
ihc spinner and the blades glued into place 
with robe cement, then the assembled 
spinner placed over the rough template to 
align the blades correctly. When finished the 
entire spinner was sprusvd with ModdMaslcr 
Mali Black and glued into position. 

Wheels and struts are casl resin with die 
main legs and doors (ram injection moulded 
plastic. Alas the instructions ore not that clear 
tin how the pans gu u*gctiici and there is a 



paucity of alignment mark* within the parts. 
Without doubi the retraction si ruts {?) aw the 
hot of ihc rrmn part* with ihc wheels 
themselves being adequate, bul Ihe trailing 
struts being points* I replaced the lallct 
with plastic rod. IV undercarriage le^s and 
the dour* arc a little crude by mainstream 
standards but ilall goes mprthcr well in the 
end, tiding lube cement lor the undercarriage 
leg tn wing fatal and supcrglue gel foi the 
wheels* struts and doors. I followed the kit 
colour instructions slavishly bul am unable to 
comment on their accuracy. 

The flaps were made entirely from 10 thou 
plastic card and painled Interior Cream as 
this seemed a likely hue. fhe claps were set at 
about oD ( which looked right iudging from 
the photos I have HOL I added the radiator 
by gluing the upper parts of the housing )usi 
Inside the hole I had made and the two 
exposed 'hoses' '0 fitted where they louchcd. 
rhis isril the ideal bul alas my references do 
not extend to showing the upper part of the 
hoses where they must enter either the rear 
pari of the cowling or the raikalor wet itsciC 
Finally I made the lowered larding light by 
push moulding healed dear sheet over a 
jbrmer made from shaped plastic rod, the 
rear pari being Ihe classic reflector shape of 
an old-time car hondliglit while the front lens 
was slightly domed. The rear was painled 
first with silver and then with Interior 
Crram.taa£3icairfram& do provide an I S 
number for this shade but as J do nol have 
access lo an FS guide this courtesy was not 
helpful and I simpiy mixed yrilowand while 
paint* to a shade I hot looked 'right'. 

finally ihe canopy was freed in place with 
Clrarfix bul no ucna^ wires were added as I 
am uncertain of iheir enistenre, let alone 
their pmition. 

Finishing off - MB.152 

A small vac-formed shrei provides a pair 
of lenses lor the landing light in the left 
wing leading edge, like the canopy a spare 
being provided. This was trimmed and 
fitted in place with Cearfix (hen the 
undercarriage filled. The legs and 
retraction struts arc injection moulded 
items and are well moulded bul do lack 
any obvious connections; they fit together 
where they touch. Without the wheel weK 
insert some ol the alignment proved to be 
a bit dodgy. I'd copied the location point of 
the retraction strut from the well and my 
model ended up with the undercarriage 
angled inward wilh upright wheels, much 
like an Fw 190. However, the liny three 
view I have of the MB. 1 52 shows it wilh 
straight leg* and wheel* at an angle to the 
ground. The resin wheels curiously do not 
have a Hal* moulded in, so if* for the 
builder to decide whether they wont to 
introduce thu increasingly popular touch 
with a couple of swipes from a tile. 

The engine slipped positively intn Ihc 
cowling with the help of a couple of light 
passes from a file across a couple of the 
cylinder heads to case the way, then ihe 
engine was super-glued to the front of the 
fuselage. No provision ii made for the 
cowling to be tilted to the fuselage, il 
simply sits around the engine. 

The propeller and spinner is made up 
from separate blades with a two-part 
spinner, and a hole ha* to be drilled in the 
back-plate to accept the molor shaft. Once 
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complete this was sprayed overall with 
Acryl Mail Black and simply pressed into 
place. 

There is no gunsight in the kiu neither 
the reflector sigh! in the cockpit or the 
external telescopic sight with its 
superimposed 'iron sight'* t had ignored 
the reflector sight but the external 
assembly was made up from a length of 
plastic rod with card stmts, while the 
cartwheel and bead sight came from a 
generic Reheat set. 

1 was trying to decide where and how 
an aerial wire should be titled when 1 
learned that French aircraft didn't have 
such things. The idea behind the 
retractable lower mast WIS that when it 
was extended in flight the aerial ran 
vertically from the top mast 10 the lower, 
which gave the required length for 
effective transmission. 

Accuracy -M.S.406 

In scale terms the model is spot on in its 



length of 26ft lOin but six scale inches too 
great in span at 35ft 3in. In terms of its 
shape it U a very good match to the scale 
plans in the edition of Scale Aviation 
Modeller International referred to earlier 
and all in all makes for a neat little replica 
of this unusual Tighter. 

Accuracy - MB.152 

In the most arbitrary terms the kit 
measures out at 30ft length with a 34ft 3in 
span against quoted dimensions of 29ft 
■Oitt and 34ft 7in respectively. I regard this 
to be perfectly acceptable in this scale, and 
the model also captures the general 
appearance of the type well 

Summary - 

At first 1 considered this aircraft to have all 
the Gallic charm and elan of a CitroSn 2CV 
but during the lew weeks it sat on the 
workbench its distinctive lines have grown 
on me. Like all Classic Airframes kits it is 
not intended for the novice but any 



mainstream modeller with moderate 
experience could safely take this kit on. 
This manufacturer is turning out kits of 
variable quality but in my opinion this is 
one of their belter offering* in terms of 
both overall accuracy and ease of building. 

Summary - MB.152 

Well emphatically not one of Classic 
Airframes" bcsL This business of resin 
parts that cannot be made to tic confounds 
me. The major pans went together fairly 
well perfectly acceptable for a limited-run 
kit, but many of the line detail parts were 
almost useless and it is the fine detail that 
makes I /48th so popular The September 
1999 (Vol 5 Iss 9) edition of Scale Aviation 
Modeller International included news of 
detail sets from Pend Oreille Model Kits to 
suit the MB. 1 52. The Editor admits to 
being suspicious if the sets, particularly 
the cockpit interior* will actually lie the 
Classic Airframes kit for they may have 
been engineered for an older POMK kit, 



but all I can say is that they could hardly 
be worse (POMK assure usthat these sets 
have been designed for the Classic 
Airframes kit - Ed). The downside is that 
the advertised price for these sets from 
POMK in America was in the region of 133 
which will more than double the overall 
cost of this kit. 

Conclusion 

Have I been put off Classic Airframes kits 
yet? No, not entirely* I'm already slavering 
at the news that they're going to release a 
Brcguct 693, one of the sexiest heavy 
fightcr.'attack bombers in history and my 
order is going in for it, hut I'm not sure 
how I'll fee) if the next Classic Airframes 
kit is as far below par as the Bloch 
MB. 132.

The Pearl Harbour Attackers 

We have long been certain of lailcodes 
and formation markings* but some 
matters relating to colour schemes of the 
Pearl Harbour attackers have not 
always been as certain. 
There have been 
conflicting opinions. 
Only relatively 
recently have colour 
scheme details 
been settled to 
most people's 
satisfaction* 

Tailcodes of all First Air Fleet 
aircraft were now red, but there was also 
a need for additional visual formatting aids 
(in view of the large number of aircraft 
involved), so a system of coloured fuselage 
tail bands was established, using red, blue, 
yellow and white. In addition to these* 
command, or leader markings were added 
to vertical tail surfaces, in the form of one, 
two or three horizontal coloured bars. 

Overall Ame-Iro Grey 

From its first appearance, the A6M 
(Zeke/Zero) was finished in what was to 
become the new standard paint scheme 
for carrier-based navy planes and 
floatplanes: overall mid -to- light grey* 
which was a warm grey-green or 
brownish-olive or yellow ochre grey, 
nowadays starting to be known by its 
1942 lapanese description of caramel- 
coloured grey; 'ame-Ho", with a smooth, 
low gloss surface finish. Shipboard 
aircraft could also have the glossy sealing 
topcoat varnish applied, which further 
coloured and deepened the tone of the 
grey. (Further details were included with 
the Colour Notes of Fart 3 in this series). 

Camouflaged Kates 

lust prior to the attack, the B5Ns were 
given a hasty camouflaging. This was 
presumably due to the vulnerability of 
their form of attack: having to hold a 
steady approach line and speed. Neither 
the D)A dive bombers, nor the A6M 
fighters were then camouflaged, but 
before Fearl Harbour green and brown 



camouflage paints are believed to 
have been used. At different times, 
various opinions have been expressed 
regarding the form and extent of this 
camouflaging. Similarly* it has been 
argued that green, only, was used. It now 
seems everyone was right, in a sense! 
When instructions to camouflage the 
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fleet s B5Ns 
were issued, no 

specific indication can have been given 
regarding how this was to be executed, 
resulting in considerable variation from 
one carrier to the next. 

A great many of the Akagi's B5Ns were 
given a solid coat of dark green over 
upper and side surfaces down to quite a 
low division, although 
some had broad dark 
green swirls and 
blotches on their 
sides instead of 
solid colour, 
leaving quite a 
bit of the original 
grey still showing. 

It seems likely all Kaga B5Ni 
were given solid dark green over upper 
and side surfaces. 
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the time spent supporting the invasion of 
Borneo and the Netherlands East Indies, 
when temporarily operating from land 
bases. The carrier dive bombers involved 
in the initial Darwin raids would 
therefore have been seen camouflaged, 
like the B5Ns and their supporting land- 
based GJM (Sell) and C4M (Betty} 
colleagues. 

It appears likely that the camouflaged 
D3As of Shokaku and Zuikaku had their 
llinomaru thinly outlined with white, 
whilst those of Soryu and Hiryu may not 
have been. On the 
other hand Soryu 's 
and Hiryu's coloured 
fuselage bands and 
red tailcodes were 
often thinly outlined 
with white for 
improved visibility. 
Only the front edges 
of wheel spats 
were camouflaged, 
the stylish red 
flashes being 
allowed to remain. 
It would be easy to 
assume that the 
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Black engine cowlings and nose 
decking were unaffected by the addition 
of camouflage, and all un-camouflaged 
surfaces remained the original yellowish 
ame-iro grey. Many, perhaps all. the B5Ns 
appear to have also carried their 



black engine cowlings were left 
untouched, and perhaps many were. 
However, photos of some Vais off Soryu at 
that time show the undersides of their 
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cowlings painted grey, indicating these 
aircraft must have been given a 
comprehensive in-service repaint job. 

The carriers" A6M Zeros remained 
overall ame*iro throughout this period 

1942 Camouflage 

At the time of Japan's invasion of the 
Southwest Pacitic and Southeast Asia* 
overall grey was to be seen on many new 
cx-faaory aircraft: floatplanes, 
carrier attack bombers* carrier dive 
bombers, carrier fighters and sundry 
other types. 

Camouflage was not a vice- wide 
requirement* although it was officially 
sanctioned for use as operational unit 
commanders saw fit. Much service depot 
and local field application of camouflage 
occurred. Normally only dark green was 
now employed, applied directly over the 
previous light finish. Hasty applications of 
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scheme*, 
continued to 
operate in these 
colours. 

Betty Camouflage. Some of the first 
G4Ms (Bettys) ware a disruptive 
camouflage of dark green and dark or 
medium brown, applied in a rather 
ragged, hand-painted looking manner 
which would seem to indicate they had

1943-44 Camouflage 

Universal Camouflage, it was not 
until 1943 (cither early '43 or 
mid '43* sources differ] tha 
low-visibility paintwork was 
officially adopted by the 
IJNAT tor universal 
application to the upper and 
side surfaces of all its 
aircraft, with the exception 
of trainers and test 
aircraft which continued 
to be orange. 
Instructions went oul 
to all commands at 



or another) or remained unpainted, 
usually depending upon whether they 
were officially defined as ship-based or 
land-based types. Many kit painting 
instructions and colour profile illustrators 
continue to show light grey undersides for 
all camouflaged IJNAF aircraft, but you 
would be well advised to treat this with 
some caution. We have it on good 
(fapanese) authority that the standard 
ship-based camouflage scheme included 
light grey undersides* but the standard 
land-based camouflage scheme left 
undersides unpainted. The distinction 
was based upon each aircraft type's 
formal naval description, not the 

rcumstances of its operational life. So 
the MM, as a defined carrier-based type 
('Navy T>pc 0 Carrier Fighter') was 
factory- finished with grey undersides, 
irrespective of whether or not it was to be 
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a single coat of camouflage paint 
invariably meant poor paint adhesion 
which led to early flaking and peeling. By 
contrast, the factory applied grey 
paintwork, red honoraru and black 
cowlings and ami-glare panels survived in 
much better condition for much longer. 

With the exception of A6M (Zero) 
fighters virtually all land-based 1JNAF 
aircraft, many floatplanes, and the large 
flying boats, were to be found wearing 
some sort of camouflage by early 1942. 
Amongst the last to be camouflaged were 
Zeros: those operating out of Rabau! and 
Bourgainville from late 1942 to early 
1943* were sprayed with dark green, either 
in a solid coverage of upper and side 
surfaces, or in soft mottles, scribbles and 
cross-hatching*. Numbers of ship based 
floatplanes, along with aircraft of ihc 
carrier-based striking force continued to 
wear overall grey for a time. 

Aircraft already camouflaged in the

Night Fighters 

During 1944-45. some aircraft

Medium- 
dark to very dark 
greys, black and 
black-green have all 
been mentioned at one 
time or another. This 
presents us with the twin 
possibilities of some dark finishes 
cither having been made from an on-the- 
spot mii of available paints and of others 
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1944-45 Camouflage 

Dark Green and Black Green 

Hie actual appearance of the dark green 
camouflage colour tended to vary 
somewhat from maker to maker doubtless 
contributing to present-day colour debates. 
Many claims regarding the dark green haw 
indicated a slightly bluish green. But there 
was another dark green which was even 
darker, more of a black green with a hint of 
yellow in it. The existence of both a dark 
grten and a black green is nowadays 
generally acknowledged. 



being the black-green factory finish by 
then widely applied to navy aircraft. In 
their book Moonlight Interceptor Robert 
Mikesh and Osamu Tagaya refer only to 
"•black green* for the overall dark finish of 
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and markings they describe in detail, 
specifically distinguishing this colour 
from the slightly lighter shade of dark 
green carried on the upper surfaces of 
reconnaissance versions of this aircraft. 

Maritime Patrol 

Japanese airborne radar development 
lagged well behind the U.S.and British, 
being of limited use and availability. A 
great many night fighters operated 
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to be delivered with black cowlings even 
after factory-applied dark green upper 
surfaces were introduced. Perhaps this 
was simply because nobody altered that 
feature on the officially approved painting 
diagrams* Nakaiinia appears to have 
persisted with black engine cowlings as 
part of the delivery paint finish for all 
aircraft supplied to the navy*: for example 
on its | IN" (Irving) reconnaissance and 
night fighter scries, its B6S TenzandiD} 
carrier attack bomber and C6N Saiun 
(Myrt) carrier reconnaissance aircraft. 
But other new types, for instance 
Kawanishi's new NIK Kyofu and 
Shiden/Shiden*Kai (Rex and George) 
fighter series had no such pain; feature, 
nor did the Kugisho D4Y Suisei (Judy) 
carrier reconnaissance, bomber and night 
fighter series. Many trainers and various 
prototypes and acceptance tes: aircraft 
continued to be given black cowlings. 

Propellers 

It was not until 1944 that the low- 
visibility effect of camouflaging was 
completed with general adoption of dark 
colouring, normally a brown or red-brown 
(described asVa-colour' in lapanese) 
for (he front faces of propellers, thereby 
eliminating the telltale silvery glint of 
spinning prop.** Knti* then, navy aircraft 
propeller hladcs had remained bright on 
their front faces with red, or red-brown, 
bands near the lips. At or around the time 
of the official adoption of dark green 
camouflaged upper surfaces, those twin 
propeller tip bands had become one 
single broader one. When the front faces 
of propeller blades ceased to be bright, 
the single tip band became yellow. 
Sometimes the whole 100mm of blade tip 
was yellow. 

Spinners 

As a general rule one could say that 
spinner* were unpainted when the front 
faces of propeller blades were unpainted, 
and red-brown when props 1 front faces 
were red-brown, although exceptions to 
this are easily found* 

Cabins and Cockpits 

TVansIucenl Blue-Green Lacquer. 
Comprehensive specifications existed for 
the protection from corrosion of 
airframes destined for the IJNAK A highly 
effective phenolic lacquer was applied to 
the metal surfaces of interiors, wheel 
welU.etc, It h believed this otherwise 
clear material was coloured simply to 
make it easier to ensure proper coverage 



visually. Many of the radar-equipped 
aircraft were those engaged upon the vital 
task of patrolling the sea lanes, critical 
lifelines of Japan's industry and war 
effort. These lifelines were coming under 
intense pressure. Shipping was being 
forced to make maximum use of darkness 
for cover, and in these circumstances 
radar -equipped escort aircraft were of 
value. 

Many of these radar-equipped 
maritime patrol and escort aircraft, such 
as G4Ms (Betty), old B5Ns (Kate) and the 
new Ql Ws (Lorna) wore a dark overall 
finish like that of night fighters. 

Propellers and 
Cowlings 

Black engine 
cowlings continued to 
be the standard finish 
in 1942. Over the years 
there has been much 
debate concerning the 
actual colour of this 
'black', blue-black 
purple-black* charcoal 
grey and very dark blue- 
grey all being cited. Birt 
again it seems highly likely 
that much of the contention 
is the result of different 
paints from different makers, 
observed after being subjected 
to varying degrees of fading 
and weathering. 

ThcA6M (Zero) continued 



during manufacture. Typically thought of 
as having been a translucent blue-green, 
the colour in fact ranged from a strong 
blue to lettuce green. Heavier applications 
to exposed parts such as wheel wells and 
tail wheels, together with age and 
exposure, created a darker appearance 

Finishing Colour 

Interna! surfaces more exposed to view in 
cabins and cockpits were often (but not 
always) finished with a topcoat> typically 
a nondescript grey-green, olive green or 
khakiish sort of grcen k sometimes lighter* 
sometimes darken Use of an ochre-like 
colour has also been mentioned. Even an 
off-white has been recalled. 

Instrument Panels could be the dark 
green camouflage colour of the external 
surfaces, or the same colour as the rest of 
the cockpit, sometimes they could be 
black or red-brown. It is impossible to be 
specific here, without going into 
exhaustive detail. The best advice for 
modellers is to study whaiever references 
they might be able to get hold of, 
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which could no longer be sustained. In 
1945, with the aircraft industry's human 
and material resources approaching 
exhaustion amidst approaching chaos, 
unpainied metal surfaces were to be found 
in cockpits and cabins and elsewhere. 



provided a serial number, the 
manufacturer, and date of manufacture. 

IJNAF aircraft carried the usual few> 
simple, stencilled warnings, and advisory 
markings characteristic of aircraft of 
those days. Many of these were marked in 
red, which means they 
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regarding the particular aircraft type they 
are concerned vtith. And don't get drawn 
into nitty-gritty argument on the subject. 
Bear in mind the fact that there could be, 
and were, variables, not only between 
makers but even between production 
run* of any aircraft type. 

1944-45. With the great production 
effort of 1 944 in the face of increasing 
shortages of materials and labour the 
expenditure or time and paint on 
finishing internal surfaces was something 



of a spinning-propeller. This was to be 
seen on floatplane float tops, sometime* 
on fuselage side* of multi-cngincd 
aircraft, and on the fuselage decking of 
the H9K Hying boats. 

The white lines seen on the tops of 
A6MS$' engine cowlings were associated 
with setting the nose gun timing 
mechanism. 

Radiating drift indicator markings 
continued to be carried on the tailplanes 
of many aircraft. These were usually white 
against camouflage. 

Aircraft of Escort Fleet Command were 
regularly distinguished by the application 
of a stripe either rising or descending 
obliquely across fin-rudder surfaces from 
the leading edge of the fin. Some radar- 
equipped maritime patrol and escort 
aircraft carried a white circle with a break

can be hard to spot against the dark green 
camouflage in old black and white photos, 
and it is unlikely that such markings were 
maintained in readable condition anyway. 
Fragile no-go areas of wing topside 
skinning would be outlined in red, and 
fuel filler caps were commonly painted 
red. Not many aircraft types were marked 
with walkway lines but those which were, 
such as the K13A (lake) reconnaissance 
floatplane, the little submarineborne 
EMY (Glen) and the great H8K (Emily) 
flying boat had these generally marked in 
yellow. White bars marked trestling 
positions for floatplanes. A broad red 
band or bar* sometimes while-outlined, 
was the usual indicator of the danger xonc 



in iu positioned either fore or aft of the 
Hinomaru.on their fuselage sides. This 
unusual marking is said to have been a 
formating aid for when two or more 
aircraft were working together making a 
sweep in low light conditions: no further 
explanation has come to light.

Through 1942-43 wing Hinomaru 
continued to be placed well outboard near 
wingtips on all but the very newest types. 
More often they were not now centred 
chord wise but placed tangent to the 
aileron hinge-line, so that there was no 
overlap on to the aileron. The location was

further inboard on new types which 
appeared through 1943-44, like the B6N 
Tenian dill), the D4Y Suisei I Judy}, the 
P1Y (Frances). On these aircraft the wing 
Hinomaru had been relocated to a 
position much like that of RAF aircraft, 
and it was now centred on a point midway 
between the leading edge and aileron 
hinge-line. The size and positioning of 
Hinomaru on wings was usually the same 
on upper and lower surfaces of any given 
aircraft. 

Size was determined by the space 
available at the position it ms to be 
located. There was never any formula for 
the relationship of size of wing marking 
to fuselage marking. For example, the 
H8K (Emily) flying boats were given 
extraordinarily large Hinomaru on their 
deep hull sides, but appreciably smaller 
ones on their gracefully tapered wings. On 
the other hand* the markings on the much 
less tapered wings of the BI3A (Jake) 
floatplane were appreciably larger than 
those on its slim* oval section fuselage. 

A white square surround to Hinomaru 



unless a 'halo' of the original colour 
was allowed to remain. 

A white-rimmed Hinomaru design 
was specified along with the dark green 
camouflage requirement of 1943. Some 
operational units adopted the practice of 
overpainting the new white rings with 
dark green or some other dark colour as 
they felt the white compromised the 
camouflage. 

The white outlining varied 
from one maker to the next* 
For example. Mitsubishi 
applied the prescribed 
75mm-widc white rings 
consistently to Hinomaru 
of wing topsides and fuselages 
on its A6Ms (Zeros) and |2M 
Raidcn (lacks) but Nakajima-built 
A6Ms had narrower rings outlining their 
wing Hinomaru* Kawanishi typically left 
wing topside markings un-outlined, 
whilst outlining fuselage Hinomaru of

Frontal Identification of 
Friendly Aircraft 

From some time in 1943 |apanese navy 
aircraft, in common with amy aircraft, 
were required to carry yellow stripes 
painted on the leading edges of wings to 
provide frontal identification of friendly 
aircraft. It seems this recognition marking 

no longer required in 1945. but was 
generally not removed from those aircraft 
already wearing iL These yellow 
stripes had to be applied to 
inboard wing leading edges* 
from front wing roots to at 
least one third of the wing 
span. The mar^ng was 
supposed to be a deep yellow 
colour, but reportedly appeared 
in a range of yellowish shades. 

IJNAF Aircraft Coding 

All tailcodcSi except those of test aircraft, 
still consisted of two parts connected by a 
hyphen: the first part identified the air 
group or base ship to which the aircraft 
belonged, the second part was the aircraft's 
individual identity, which could include 
indication of its role or misston as well. 
There had been some changes made 
through the years 1942 to 1945* in the forms 
and systems of coding, tm: the essential 
appearance and presentation of the codes 
across the vertical tail surfaces remained 
unaltered and a distinctive characteristic of 
the appearance of IJNAF aircraft.
